Center will be hostesses for the mixer that will 
be held in the courtyard behind their businesses 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The cost, $3.50, includes two drinks and 
canapes. 

Foothill residents are invited to attend. 
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Interview reveals conflicting 
ideas; disfavors theDRC 


Frank Van Dongen and Ilona Lietje, owners 
of Harlequin Gallery, have spent many hours, 
interviewing nearly 80 business people in Sierra Madre. 
They spent eight weeks on the survey and it is 
most revealing. 

Van Dongen is chairman of the Business Reten¬ 
tion Committee, a subcommittee of the Economic 
Development Ad Hoc Committee. 

Forty-eight percent are members of the chamber 
with 49 percent not members. 

To the statement “The city is planning to levy 
the annual business licenses based on gross sales,” 
94 percent (75 people) said they were not in favor. 
No one favors this plan. 

Concerning the Design Review Committee (DRC) 
which grew out of Main Street, 18 percent are in 
favor with 75 percent of those interviewed not in 
favor. 

Seventy-five percent of those interviewed believe 
that the city government does not promote local 
businesses and organizations. Twelve merchants 
(15 percent) said they did. 

Here are a few of the suggestions for improvement 
given to Van Dongen and Lietje: signs showing 
where to park, no more repeating. of already- 
established businesses such as nail salons and beauty 
parlors, cleaners and shoe repair shops. 

They would like more “farmer-type sales, 
sidewalk sales, moonlight sales,” and a television 
ad, paid for by the city such as Monrovia does 
for special promotions. 


Some asked what the chamber is doing to pro¬ 
mote businesses and suggested ads in other papers 
or a full-page cooperative ad in The News. 

Some wanted more street lights and benches, 
special funding to help people start new businesses, 
and financial help from the city to assist with the 
cost of retrofitting commercial buildings that is 
mandated by the state and city. 

Some of those interviewed thought that landlords 
should ask for minimum rent plus a percentage of 
the gross sales. Those interviewed also favored more 
activities in the park and adequate street seating for 
restaurants. Customers are complaining about the 
police who are on the streets on bicycles and others 
are asking for less restrictions to bring more retail 
businesses to Sierra Madre. 

Others suggested finding a bakery for Sierra 
Madre, a film developing place at reasonable prices, 
a “Frostee Freez,” and thought it would be a good 
idea to start a campaign to encourage Sierra Madre 
residents to shop locally. 

How about more jobs and no more taxes? 
How about more business people on the Chamber 
of Commerce? How about more business people 
on the City Council? 

Someone suggested becoming a “motif type” 
town like Solvang. 

Someone suggested three-hour parking on Kersting 
Court and others suggested changing two-hour 
parking to 20-minute parking. Still others said, 
“Change the two-hour parking to three-hour 
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Frank Van Dongen, Ilona Lietje 


parking.” 

Someone said, “Merchants and owners should 
put their energy into a positive approach, put 
aside negative attitudes which hamper progress.” 

Someone else said that the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce should concentrate on business promotions. 
“Then I would join. The Chamber overhead is too 
big.” 

Other suggestions included a business directory, 
a shuttle up and down the streets to drop off 
elderly people, keeping all stores open until 7 p.m., 
and more attention to the west side of town. 

Several of those interviewed complained about the 
poor cleaning jobs both in the parking lots and on 
the streets. Others said “Mr. McRea is very good,”

tonight, Thursday, June 17, when they will rule on 
one tentative tract map, five variances, two Conditional 
Use Permits and will review a proposed ordinance. 

Specifically, the ordinance which will deal with 
side yards in the R-1 zones. Conditional Use Permits 
for a basement and under floor space, definitions 
for a basement, story, grade and height. 

Fire departments to 
meet here for brush 
fire discussions 

Fire departments from five cities, Los Angeles 
County and the U.S. Forest Service will be in Sierra 
Madre today, Thursday, June 17, for the annual 
“brush fire pre-planning meeting,” according to 
Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy. 

Tracy said that representatives from those 
departments would meet at 3:30 at the fire house 
to discuss the possible brush fire problems in the 
area. 

Departments represented are Arcadia, Monrovia, 
El Monte, Pasadena, Glendale, Los Angeles County 
and the U.S. Forest Service. 

Parade applications 
close this week 

The deadline for entries to the Fourth of 
July Parade is this week, said Doug Hayes, 
chairman of the Fourth of July Committee. 

Any applications received after July 19 
will not be able to appear in the parade this year. 

Dog licenses due 
before Aug. 31,1993 

Dog licenses gave gone up in price from 
a year ago and now stand at $8.50 for spayed or 
neutered dogs in Sierra Madre. All other dogs 
4 months or older cost $17 per year. 

Senior citizens who are dog owners (you 
must be 65 or older) get a 50 percent discount. 

For those who do not renew before Aug. 31, 
1993, a $7.50 fee will be added. 

All dogs must have a license in Sierra Madre 
and those who wish a dog license should contact 
city hall at 355-7135. 

There is a rabies clinic this evening, Thurs¬ 
day, June 17, from 6:30 to 8 p.m. at Sierra Madre 
elementary School, Auburn and Highland. 
Rabies shots cost $4 each. 


Dr. and Mrs. John Watter would like to construct 
three apartment units, each with a two-car garage, 
in the residential-professional zone, specifically 80 
S. Baldwin Ave. The site currently maintains a 
mixed use with one structure that includes a dentist 
office, apartment and two-car garage with two front 
yard parking spaces. 

The application for a Conditional Use Permit 
(CUP) requests construction of three, two-story units 
with an apartment with 1469.5 square feet; an apart¬ 
ment with 1469.5 square feet, and an apartment 
with 1054.5 square feet. The structure would be 
located behind the existing structure. 

The site is a comer lot located in the South Baldwin 
Historical Overlay Zone and the lot measures 130.38 
feet in width, 137.28 feet in length or 17,810 square 
feet. It is zoned ROP. Staff recommends that the 
CUP and variance be granted. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
variances requested by John and Lisa Edwards at 
686 W Alegria Ave. be granted as conditioned: that 
the side yard variance be granted only if a covenant 
is filed with the Los Angeles County Recorders 
Office stating that a tandem garage shall remain 
the same and shall not be converted to any other 


use habitable or non-habitable. 

They are asking to construct a two-story addition 
with a deck, a one-car garage and reconstruction of 
a front porch, all located to the rear of the existing 
single family dwelling. 

Concerning the variance for 60 Sunnyside Ave., 
requested by Edward and Jennifer McFaul, for 
expanding a kitchen and the addition of a single 
story addition, parking area, the Planning Department 
recommends that the ordinance be granted. 

Maranatha School at 160 N. Canon, has filed 
for a Modification of Conditional Use Permit to 
construct a modular, relocatable building at the 
school for office use. Staff recommends this be 
granted. 

The Planning Department recommends that the 
file for a Tentative Tract Map at 538-540 Alegria 
Ave. be withdrawn. The application for a variance 
at 622 Valle Vista Dr. has been withdrawn. 

Two variances, one at 48 Vista Circle Dr., and 
one at 206 W. Carter Ave., may be extended, if 
the Planning Commission agrees. The former will 
probably be extended until April, 1994, and the 
latter, until July, 1994.

June was the magic month. School was 
out, and although there were gardens to be 
weeded and lawns mowed, the chores of winter 
were past. It was a time to spend every hour 
roaming those places where a young boy could 
be a boy in every sense of the word. So, 
sometimes alone, but most often with a few 
companions, we went north bn i6th Street, the 
hot dust of the narrow road squirting between 
our toes. On each side was a new crop of weeds 
and wild flowers, even small bushes of wild 
roses, pink and yellow. 

When we reached the rusty iron arches of 
the bridge that carried the road over to Dunns 
Hill, we turned east and went upstream a few 
hundred yards, and there was the swinging bridge. 
We all raced to see who would climb the ladder 
first and walk out onto the wooden planks, where 
we stood with hands clasping the cables. Simul¬ 
taneously we had the dizzy feeling that the bridge 
was moving upstream while the water stood still. 
It never failed to give me a shivery feeling. So 
many things to see...the shoals of minnows, the 
busy muskrat and the many leaves floating by. 
I have always been fascinated by running water, 
and years later I wrote a poem about the swinging 
bridge and I used these lines... 

The sycamore leaves went drifting by. 

Like elfin sailboats from the sky. 

'When we tired of the bridge we stretched 
out on the grassy bank and gave ourselves over 
to the dreams and fantasies of the young. Under 
a coverlet of dappled shade we gazed through 
the leaves and imagined we saw faces in the white 
clouds as they changed form in their journey 


acorss the blue sky. Most of our talk was about 
when we would be grown up and all the improb¬ 
able things we would do. We were in a hurry to 
be men, not realizing that we were living away 
some very precious years. 

It was so quiet, so very quiet, although the 
air was filled with the subdued sounds of Nature. 
The woodpecker hammering the bark, the chat¬ 
ter of the squirrel in the treetop, the skittering 
of the minnows in the shallows. And, of course, 
there always was the plaintive ker-Iee, ker-lee 
of the red-winged blackbird from his swaying 
perch on the willow branch over the water. More 
than once the kingfisher made a splashy dive for 
a luckless minnow. There were no tractors in 
those days to spew out noise and fumes, only 
horses silently pulling a plow through rows of 
new corn. At noon there was the muted sound 
of the little steam passenger train as it chuffed 
past John Sherrifs farm a quarter-mile away, 
leaving a blank banner in the sky to mark its 
passing. Over all was the heat of June, a som¬ 
nambulance in the air, a feeling of timeless 
dreams. We knew nothing of gangs, drugs or 
even tension. We didn’t realize our blissful life 
would be lived but once, and then youth would 
be gone forever. Perhaps we were living what 
man has always dreamed of...peace. 

In 1960 1 returned to my hometown after 
an absence of almost 45 years. To my dismay I 
learned that the bridge had disappeared many 
years before, probably because an extra vicious 
flood undermined the trees. In my sorrow I wrote 
a poem, two lines of which are quoted above. 
The final four lines are these... 

The bridge no longer swings and sways 
And brings the joy of other days 
When boyhood memories of the land, 
Made it a path to Wonderland.

Although McMillan’s women are 
black and experience a racially-tinted set of probT 
lems, they also experience many of the same set¬ 
backs, frustrations and dilemmas all women face 
in their struggle to establish their identity anid, 
strengthen their validity in today’s world.

When asked about the 
notices Sean responded, “The city is required 
to notify affected property owners when a public 
hearing will be held that could potentially 
affect the fee assessed to property owners relating 
to a special assessment district. The city attempts 
to notify property owners via two methods. A 
direct mailing and a public notice. Regretably, 
the public notice was afixed to city street trees. 
This is contrary to our policy, it was a mistake 


that we feel badly about and have taken action 
to avoid in the future.’’ 

I then asked him about the notices that 
are currently afixed to the trees and he assured 
me they will be removed. 

I was very pleased to be called upon by the 
citizens of Sierra Madre to address this problem. 
It is encouraging to know there are those of you 
keeping an eye out for things like this and that 
you care enough to follow through and make 
that call, in essence, to try to do something 
about it. 

I would like to extend my thanks to those 
of you that called the Arbor Day Association 
with respect to this problem and would like to 
encourage others to call the Association at 
578-8401 or 355-1388 with questions, comments 
or complaints relating to our trees. As long as 
we work together we truly can make a difference.

Public hearing July 6 
for assessing utility tax 


Sierra Madre City Council at last week’s meeting 
announced a public hearing on Tuesday, July 6, 
6:30 p.m., at which time they will discuss and hold 
a public hearing concerning an ordinance as a vehicle 
for assessing a utility users’ tax in Sierra Madre. 

A subsequent ordinance, concerning the amount 
of the tax, will be adopted after community input, 
with the probable amount to be 6 percent. If 
that is the percentage implemented, the city could 
raise $601,838 per year in a probable three-year period, 
with this tax. 

The council holds the right to keep the tax at 
6 percent or lower it within that three-year period. 

On June 1, 15 and 29, the council will discuss 
the city budget and regular meetings this month 
are set on June 8 and 22 “to give the community 
as much time as possible to understand the city’s 
budget and need to raise more revenue,” agreed 
staff and the council. 

At last week’s meeting, the council gave a nod 
to Harold J. Spears at 825 Auburn Ave., paving the 
way for a lot split, one parcel of 59,854.3 square 


feet and the other, 31,552.7 square feet. 

A public hearing is set for June 8 to overrule 
the actions of the May 11 council meeting concerning 
an appeal filed by J. K. Ingrao at 611 W. Orange 
Grove. City Attorney Charles Martin indicated 
that a tied vote by the Planning Commission pre¬ 
cludes the City Council from sustaining the action 
of the commission. Therefore, he urged the council 
to reconsider its action of May 11 and consider an 
appeal. 

Martin explained that an abstension (of which 
there was one when the Planning Commission voted 
on the matter) reflects a vote with the majority. 
Because there was a tie vote, it is necessary for the 
council to reconsider, he said. 

Ingrao had applied for a variance to install a 
5-foot wrought iron fence in the front yard of his 
home at 661 W. Orange Grove. Ave. 

A public hearing is scheduled for the June 8 
meeting concerning weed abatement. As of May 25, 
1993, only three properties listed had not begun 
abatement corrections.

pointing to Jim McRea, city administrator. 

“Rents are too high,” someone said. “Let’s 
have street level positions be for retail only.” 
Others suggested having bed and breakfast businesses 
in Sierra Madre. 

Personally, Van Dongen is focusing in on the 
Design Review Committee and said, “The results 
clearly show that the merchants do not favor the 
DRC on any basis, not only as an advisory committee 
and certainly not as a commission. The piomoters 
of the DRC concept propose to have the group 
function under the CRA which sets this committee 
up in a secondary governmental body that does not 
have to answer to the public. Should there be a 
problem with their actions, they are insulated from 
the public, and the City Council is called to answer 


on their behalf.” 

He continued, “If anything makes this city 
unique it is because we have had a freedom of 
expression by the people who originally built these 
buildings and/or the business owners or operators 
that are in business at present. It is an old 
expression that government that governs least, 
governs the best.” 

Van Dongen feels that DRC is as obsolete “as 
the pots or planters that were in the middle of the 
street.” He is referring to the installation of flowering 
planters used to guide traffic in Sierra Madre about 
four years ago. 

Also on the Business Retention Committee are 
Roy Buchan, Helen Elliott, Gilbert Lucero, Gene 
Malone and Susan Taylor Colby.

The trip was planned 
by the Latin class to ex¬ 
plore the aspects of 
Roman civilization 
described in their Latin 
textbooks. The class, 
made up of the nine 
eighth grade students, 
partially funded the cost 
of the trip through fund¬ 
raising efforts requiring 
the participation of all 
students. 

The trip began on 
April 13, 1993, and took 
the students to Sorrento, 
Italy, where they stayed 
while investigating the 
ruins at Pompeii and 
nearby Herculaneum. 
The class was able to see 
the ruins of the two cities 
which were covered with 
ash and lava when Mt. 
Vesuvius erupted unex¬ 
pectedly in 79 A.D. Class 
members walked 


through the two cities, 
aided by two very 
knowledgeable English- 
speaking guides and 
visited public baths, 
business centers, courts, 
lavish private homes, 
bakeries, clothing facr 
tories, temples, theatres 
and the amphitheatre 
which was the scene of a 
riot in 63 A.D. 

Of special interest to 
the class was a group of 
recently excavated 
skeletons in Her¬ 
culaneum , remains of 
people who fled the 
eruption too late and 
were trapped in boat 
houses. 

In addition, the class 
visited the National Ar¬ 
cheological Museum at 
Naples, where many of 
the artifacts discovered 
in the ruins are housed. 
The students viewed a 
comprehensive collection 
of paintings and mosaics 
removed from excavated 
homes to the museum. 

After spending four 
days in the Pompeii, the 


students returned to 
Rome by train and spent 
two and a half days 
visiting Roman ruins in¬ 
cluding the Roman 
Forum, the Colisseum, 
the Circus Maxumus, the 
Pantheon, the Vatican 
Museum, and St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

The Gooden School is 
a small Episcopal school 
in Sierra Madre. Latin is 
a required subject at the 
Gooden School for all 
middle school students. 
The Gooden School uses 
the Cambridge Latin 
Course, which is based 
upon the life on a family 
living in Pompeii at the 
time of the eruption. The 
students all agree that 
the trip made the Latin 
class, and its language 
and culture come alive 
for them in a way they 
never expected. 

The trip was planned 
and chaperoned by the 
Latin teacher, Linda 
Thornton. Three parents 
also accompanied the 
class.

The library builditig has had no im¬ 
provements since it was huilt in 1961. Today, 
an everage of 40,000 people ttse the library each 
month, and we circulate hetwecti 425,0(X) and 
450,000 items a year. 

In an effort to raise Ititids for the building 
project, the library is reaehittg out to the com¬ 
munity. A permanent display iti the new 
building will be established tt) recognize 
donors. Kent Ross, city librarian, is pleased to 
announce the first contrihiition to this fund in 
the amount of $1000 was dotiated by the San 
Marino I.ions Club.

In order to better 
understand how light rail 
transportation works 
and its impact and im¬ 
plications for Arcadia, a 
group of city officials 
and citizens took a trip 
to Long Beach on the 
Blue Line last week. 

Twenty-five communi¬ 
ty leaders, business 
owners and developers as 
well as four members of 
the Arcadia city staff 
boarded a Foothill Tran¬ 
sit bus which took them 
to Union Station in Los 
Angeles. There they 
boarded the Red Line, a 
subway train, and 
transferred to the Blue 
Line for a ride to 
downtown Long Beach. 

Bill Forsythe, who is 
project manager for the 
Foothill Cities Alliance 
for the Blue Line, joined 
the tour to explain the 
importance rail transit 
offers to the business 
community. 

Currently, the nine- 
mile light rail extension 
from East Pasadena to 
Irwindale, which would 
go through Arcadia, is 
one of 10 projects being 
considered by the Los 
Angeles County 
Metropolitan Transpor¬ 
tation Authority, which 
has set aside funds for 
one additional project 
this decade, explained 
Forsythe. It is expected 
that MTA will decide on 
project priorities by the 
end of the year. 

The cities of Arcadia, 
Monrovia, Duarte, 
Pasadena and Irwindale, 
which are most affected 
by the rail extension, are 
looking for creative 


financing to come up 
with 20 percent of the 
funding. It is estimated 
that the nine-mile light 
rail project, which would 
have an average daily 
ridership of 19,600, 
would cost $40 million 
per mile to build. 

Forsythe showed a 
conceptual drawing of 
the station in Arcadia, 
which would probably be 
located in the vicinity of 
Huntington Dr. and Sec¬ 
ond Ave., where the 
current railroad crosses 
over Huntington. The re¬ 


cent tour group stopped 
at a station in Del Amo, 
which was elevated, 
much as the one sug¬ 
gested for the Arcadia 
site. 

Each train contains 
two to three 90-foot long 
cars, holding a max¬ 
imum capacity of 322 
passengers and travels at 
speeds up to SS miles per 
hour. The travel time 
between Irwindale and 
East Pasadena would be 
21 minutes with the pro¬ 
posed extension.
